Your  Worship,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Council's  Public  Health  Department  has  no  statutory 
responsibility  in  the  care  of  old  people  in  the  community  but  never-the- 
less  is  usually  aware  of  the  unfortunate  few  for  whom  the  voluntary  and 
statutory  services  do  not  provide  a solution.  Chatham  can  be  proud  of  the 
concern  it  has  shown  for  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  its  elder  citizens 
and  the  provision  of  a centre  under  a voluntary  committee  has  provided  a 
focus  for  much  worth  while  effort  in  promoting  the  case  of  the  elderly 
locally. 


Those  few  old  persons  who  are  brought  to  the  Department's 
notice  tend  to  live  in  isolation  from  all  health  and  community  services 
and  usually  are  living  in  insanitary  circumstances.  How  this  loss  of  con- 
tact has  arisen  remains  a challenge  to  all  concerned  with  their  care  - it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  whatever  administrative  change  may  take  place  in  the 
years  ahead  there  will  emerge  a pattern  of  community  care  for  the  elderly 
with  responsibilities  clearly  defined,  and  with  adequate  provision  of 
hospital  facilities  and  supporting  community  services  under  the  direction 
of  the  family  doctor.  Only  by  a realistic  assessment  can  there  be  progress 
as  the  increasing  proportion  of  persons  living  long  past  the  allotted  span 
is  one  of  the  bye  products  of  the  advance  of  medical  science.  During  the 
year  under  review  56.47c,  of  those  dying  in  Chatham  were  over  70  and  the 
major  killing  diseases  maintained  their  usual  pattern.  Although  much 
research  has  been  concentrated  for  some  decades  on  degenerative  disease  of 
the  circulatory  system,  cancer  and  respiratory  disease,  with  the  discovery 
of  an  increasing  volume  of  new  facts  and  some  record  of  effective  thera- 
peutic agents,  no  material  alteration  in  pattern  of  fatal  disease  can  be 
foreseen  and  these  three  groups  will  remain  pre-eminent.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1968,  became 
effective  on  the  1st  October,  1968,  and  brought  about  some  important  changes 
in  notification.  Tetanus,  leptospirosis,  infective  jaundice  and  yellow 
fever  were  made  generally  notifiable  for  the  first  time  while  certain  diseases 
of  little  concern  from  the  public  health  aspect  were  deleted,  e.g.  pneumonia, 
acute  rheumatism,  erysipilas,  membranous  croup  and  puerperal  pyrexia. 


INFECTIVE  This  disease  actually  became  notifiable  (by  regulation) 

JAUNDICE  on  the  15th  June,  1968,  and  28  cases  were  notified  in  the 

second  half  of  the  year  and  one  was  known  to  have  required 
hospital  treatment. 


SCARLET  FEVER  41  cases  were  notified,  being  scattered  over  the  year. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  39  cases  were  notified,  being  spread  over  the  year. 


MEASLES  386  notifications  were  received  and  2 were  known  to 

have  been  admitted  to  hospital.  The  peak  incidence  was  in 
the  first  half  of  the  year. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES,  continued 


DYSENTERY 

23  cases  were  notified.  The  tendency  for  some 
past  years  has  been  for  a falling  incidence  and  it 
is  hoped  that  this  trend  will  continue. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

New  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
numbered  13  and  3 cases  of  Non -Pulmonary  Disease 
were  detected. 

Two  deaths  due  to  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were 
recorded  and  one  death  was  associated  with  Non- 
Pulmonary  disease. 

At  the  end  of  the  period  under  review  the  number 
of  persons  on  the  tuberculosis  register  had  fallen 
to  318,  being  a decline  of  18  from  the  year  previous. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 


HOUSING 

The  programme  for  the  clearance  of  unfit  proper- 
ties within  the  Borough  continued  to  be  a major 
feature  of  the  Department's  activity  and  30  houses 
were  inspected  and  reported  to  the  Council  as  falling 
within  Clearance  Areas. 

12  individual  properties  were  dealt  with  under 
Section  16  of  the  1957  Housing  Act. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  348  visits  to 
various  premises  under  the  powers  conferred  by  the 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960. 

Mobile  canteens  and  delivery  vehicles  were  sub- 
jected to  regular  supervision  and  100%  meat  inspection 
was  maintained  at  the  local  slaughterhouse. 

Legal  proceedings  under  the  power  conferred  by  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  were  instituted  in  one  case 
(steak  and  kidney  pie  affected  with  mould). 

ABATEMENT  OF 
ATMOSPHERIC 
POLLUTION 

The  total  number  of  properties  within  the  Borough 
covered  by  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  was  6,036  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  As  a percentage  of  the  total  dwell- 
ings in  the  district  this  was  approximately  34%.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Chatham. 


Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the 
environmental  health  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1968. 

The  shortage  of  district  public  health  inspectors  mentioned 
in  last  year's  report  continued.  The  establishment  of  five  district 
public  health  inspectors  was  three  short  until  April  and  thereafter 
oneihokrt  until  December.  It  is  hoped  that  the  department  will  now 
be  able  to  look  forward  to  a full  and  stable  establishment  which  is  so 
necessary  for  the  continuity  required  in  the  surveillance  and  mainten- 
ance of  environmental  health  standards  in  the  Borough. 

Housing  ‘ 

Thirty  houses  in  thirteen  clearance  areas  were  included 
within  a C.P.O.  as  the  third  stage  of  the  Henry  Street  Redevelopment 
Area.  In  addition  twelve  individual  houses  were  inspected  for 
closing  order  procedure. 

One  Demolition  Order  was  revoked  after  an  owner  had  carried 
out  works  of  reconstruction,  enlargement,  improvement  and  restoration 
of  detached  dwelling  house. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

Smoke  Control  Order  No.  5 became  operative  on  1st  July, 

1968,  and  now  nearly  3,000  acres  of  the  southern  half  of  the  Borough 
are  free  from  smoke  emitted  at  low  level  from  dwelling  house  chimneys 
within  the  areas. 

The  Clean  Air  Act,  1958,  which  received  the  Royal  Assent 
during  the  year,  comes  into  operation  in  part  in  1969.  This  Act 
amends,  strengthens  and  adds  to  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
1956. 


The  ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  Circular 
No.  46/68  revoked  the  designation  of  direct  acting  electric  space 
heaters,  which  means  that  this  appliance  now  qualifies  for  grant 
procedure  in  Smoke  Control  Areas. 
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Food  Hygiene  & Meat  Inspection 


For  the  third  year  running  the  total  number  of  animals  killed 
at  the  private  slaughterhouse  has  exceeded  twelve  thousand  and  one  hun- 
dred per  cent  inspection  is  maintained. 

On  February  8th,  the  restriction  under  the  Foot  and  Mouth 
Disease  (Controlled  Area)  Special  Order  No.  10,  1967,  which  came  into 
operation  on  17th  November,  1967,  was  lifted.  During  this  period  the 
department  issued  over  three  hundred  licences  authorising  the  movement 
of  some  4,281  animals. 

With  the  easing  of  the  staffing  problem  it  was  possible  to  pay 
a little  more  attention  to  hygiene  in  food  premises,  a most  vital  and 
interesting  part  of  the  public  health  inspector's  duties. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 

In  the  circumstances  inspections  under  this  Act  did  not  pro- 
gress as  quickly  as  had  been  hoped  but  I am  pleased  to  report  that  a 
further  173  premises  received  a general  inspection. 

Of  the  22  accidents  reported  to  the  department  only  13  required 
investigation  and  over  half  of  these  could  have  been  prevented  if  care 
had  been  taken  by  the  injured  persons.  Only  prolonged  safety  propaganda 
will  help  prevent  accidents  such  as  these. 

Health  Education 

Illustrated  talks  were  given  to  interested  groups  and  two  schools, 
the  pupils  of  which  were  also  shown  some  aspects  of  our  work  when  they 
accompanied  district  public  health  inspectors.  Several  pupils  who  were 
studying  Public  Health  as  part  of  Civics  Courses  individually  attended  the 
department  when  their  projects  were  discussed  and  they  were  given  the 
opportunity  of  seeing  at  first  hand  some  of  the  diverse  aspects  of  envir- 
onmental health. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  McWilliams,  to  my  deputy,  Mr.  Moore, 
members  of  the  Health  Department  and  colleagues  in  other  Departments,  all 
of  whom  have  helped  and  assisted  me  throughout  the  year.

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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


Domestic  help  service  may  be  provided  in  households  where  it  is 
needed  owing  to  the  presence  of  a person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant 
mother,  mentally  subnormal,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age, 
but  only  where  there  is  no  able-bodied  person  in  the  household  capable  of 
carrying  out  the  necessary  house-hold  duties. 


NIGHT  AND  EVENING  SERVICE 

Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden 
or  house-bound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires. 
Night  service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are 
exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are 
living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night.  In  some 
cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a week  to  give  relief 
to  relatives. 


FAMILY  CARE  SERVICE 

After  consultation  with  the  Children's  Department,  this  service 
is  provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during 
the  absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness 
or  confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances.  Help  is  given  only  to 
families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  periodof 
service  is  limited  to  three  months. 


FAMILY  WELFARE  SERVICE 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parents'  consent,  in  house- 
holds where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family 
are  much  below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  of  which  they  live. 
The  three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of 
living  of  the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to 
keep  the  families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive  training 
for  a period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a follow-on 
service  for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of 
mental  subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period 
of  three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a week  until 
the  youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age.

(C)  LABORATORY  SERVICES 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  throat  swabs,  sputum,  blood, 
milk,  water  or  other  suspected  material  is  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Preston  Hall,  British  Legion  Village,  Maidstone,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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
